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Britain's Money 
Goes Modern 


By MAUD MacDONALD HUTCHESON 


(Editor’s Note—Consideration of the reverses of a number of recent 
coin issues as they relate to nature was the basis of an article in the 
May issue of Nature Magazine, which is reprinted here by permission 
of that publication. It was illustrated with several of the coins from 
photographs recently shown in The Numismatist.) 

Having reached “legal age limit” on February 21, 19 38, the familiar 
buffalo is to be removed from Uncle Sam’s nickel and replaced by a more 
august figure—that of Thomas Jefferson. According to law, United States 
coins may not be altered in design oftener than once in twenty-five years, 
and since the buffalo ousted the Liberty head in 1913 it is due for legitimate 
retirement this year. 

Interestingly enough, the change in this popular piece of money—and, by 
the way, it has been “front-page news”—follows upon a series of sweeping 
innovations put into effect by the other branch of the English-speaking 
peoples. The British—every member of the Empire family—have broken 
boldly with tradition in the new King George VI coinage. However, instead 
of being removed from the more commonly used coins, mammals, birds and 
flowers are now making their debut. 

The average American does not need to be reminded that John Bull’s 
money, like his weather, just has to be made the best of! Besides, grumbling 
over the difficulties of the sterling system can give place for a time to 
genuine interest in the new copper coins. 

This modernizing of money was really begun by the Irish Free State, 
nearly a decade ago, when a “zoological series” was placed on the reverses 
of a new issue. The Irish hunter, the salmon, the bull, the hound, the hare, 
a hen with chicks, a pig with a litter, and a woodcock, comprised a currency 
zoo that aroused the keenest interest in numismatic circles. 

With the accession of a new sovereign to the crown of Britain’s Empire 
new money must be minted, and while that does not mean the redesigning 
of every coin, “the occasion is an appropriate one for reviewing designs 
generally.” So explains Sir Robert Johnson, Deputy Master and Controller 
of the Royal Mint, in his recently-issued annual report—a document unique 
among government publications. Its otherwise weighty subject matter is

Airplanes, steel works, mines, corn and 
cattle were suggested but ruled out, since Great Britain, it was felt, could 
not lay exclusive claim to such emblems. 

There ensued much discussion pro and con between the moderns and the 
die-hards on the advisory committee, and at one stage it looked as if the 
latter were winning. One artist, however, taking the royal animals as basis, 
produced a series of models which displayed both originality of thought 
and delicacy of craftsmanship.” Of these the little wren won unanimous 
approval and now appears on the farthing. Since the wren is popularly 
credited with being the smallest of Britain’s birds, its place is appropriately 
on the farthing, a coin of the size and value of half an American cent. 
In addition, the wren has ancient and mythical claims to “royalty” in the 
bird world, where its respectability is likewise said to be a by-word. 

A romantic change has been bestowed on the coin of next lowest value. 
The George VI halfpenny (equal to a United States cent) proudly displays 
the Golden Hind, in which gallant Sir Francis Drake adventured over un¬ 
charted seas and named a new world Virginia in compliment to Elizabeth, 
the imperious Virgin Queen. 

Britain’s legitimate pride in her shipping has a good deal to do with the 
appearance of this brave little ship on the halfpenny. It’s a far cry from 
the Golden Hind, with sails furled, to the latest Clyde-built marvel, but, 
as the Deputy Master of His Majesty’s Mint takes occasion to point out, 
even the lay mind can see that there’s no room for the Queen Mary on a

Now, the penny, equal to two American cents, is the most unwieldly of all 
John Bull’s coins. It is the heaviest copper coin in circulation in Europe, 
and, although steadily losing favor because of its bulk and weight, it cannot, 
like its cousin, the buafflo nickel, be gracefully “retired.” The chief reasons 
are that to recoin some 2,000,000,000 pennies would keep the Royal Mint 
occupied for a whole decade, and that the automatic vending machine system 
would be thrown almost out of gear. Pennies have a wide purchasing power 
in the British Isles, including tram rides. 

Since the time of Charles II, Britannia, with a trident in her hand and a 
shield at her side, has been seated proudly on the penny—a position she 
continues to keep under George VI. Around the middle of Victoria’s reign 
some daring innovator introduced a tiny lighthouse. The change upset the 
conservatives so much that the offending property was taken off the next 
issue, but now the lighthouse reappears in the background. 

With the copper coins disposed of, next to be considered was the lowest 
silver piece, or three-penny “bit.” Of exasperating smallness, it has done 
yeoman service for three cumbersome pennies since 1845. 

Statistics show that this coin is regarded with genuine affection in thrifty 
Scotland, also in Australia and New Zealand—doubtless since so many Scots 
have migrated to the Antipodes—but English people in general and Lon¬ 
doners in particular have a decided grudge against it. This, thinks the 
Deputy Master of the Mint, is due to the elusiveness of the tiny piece 
among other coins in purses, and its proneness to slip out of pockets that 
have acquired small holes. Anyway, when the new coinage question was 
up there was hot debate over a more convenient piece to substitute for 

three pennies. 

It had to be readily distinguished both as to size and color from the

-something that could “be picked out of pocket or purse easily,” and that 

“not even a strayed reveller in the dark” would mistake for, say, sixpence!

A THIRTY-DUCAT GOLD PIECE OF TRANSYLVANIA. 


(Reprinted from the Bulletin of the Museum of Fine Arts 


Boston.)

In Transylvania during the seventeenth century some attractive coins of 
gold were struck in denominations of one, five, and ten ducats usually, but 
also pieces, probably struck for presentation, are known of fifty and a 
hundred ducats. The Museum has received as a gift one of thirty ducats 
dated 16 77, a coin of unusual interest. 

Transylvania, that mountainous region formerly a principality of Hungary 
and now a part of modern Rumania, was a buffer state between powerful 
neighbors, and its ruling prince from 1661-1690 was Michael Apafi, whose 
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likeness is seen on our goldpiece. Apafi was placed in power under Turkish 
influence and ruled his principality in vasalage to the Turks. Earlier in 
the seventeenth century inscriptions on Transylvanian coins proclaimed their 
princes as Kings-elect of part of Hungary, but that on the coin of 1677 
limits the pretension to the Lordship of a part of the Kingdom. 

On the obverse of our coin Prince Apafi is shown at half length wearing 
elaborately decorated armor, carrying a sceptre in his right hand and with 
his left resting on his sword-hilt. On his hat of fur is the aigret or heron’s 
crest, a characteristic insignia of these princes. Encircling the figure is the 
inscription: MIC.APAFI.DEI.G: P: TR:

The reverse of the coin is skillful in design and filled with significant 
detail. The central shield of elliptical form presents the arms of the Apafi, 
a helmet impaled on a sword and a vine with pendent grapes. This is sur- 
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rounded by two winged griffins within a circle which is surmounted by an 

arched crown breaking its border line. In the field are a sun, a crescent, 

an eagle, and the seven fortress towers of the armorial bearings of Tran¬ 
sylvania.

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The World's Highest Priced Coins 


(Editor’s Note—Few collectors can enjoy the luxury ot $10,000 coins. Yet 
two specimens of $50 gold pieces, dated 1877, changed hands about 1000 or 
1010 for that amount each. They were patterns, and the only ones of that 
denomination ever struck at a United States mint, except the $50 gold pieces 
for the Panama-Pacific Exposition in 1015. The story of the 1877 coins is 
reprinted below from The Numismatist of July, 1000.) 


The two unique United States fifty-dollar gold coins, each of different de¬ 
sign, which have long been regarded as the rarest coins in the world by 
American coin collectors, were purchased a short time ago by William H. 
Woodin, of New York City, for $10,000 each, which figure by far exceeds all 
recorded high premiums paid for any coin ever sold. 

The coins were bought of John W. Haseltine and Stephen K. Nagy, the 
Philadelphia coin dealers, establishing a new world’s record. The previous 
record was held by a specimen of the New York Brasher doubloon in gold 
struck in New York in 1787, for which $6,200 was paid at the Stickney col¬ 
lection sale in Philadelphia a few years ago. 

The newly discovered gold pieces are included in the United States series 
of pattern coins and represent the most interesting pieces in the American 
series, the denomination being equivalent to five eagles, or the “halt union 
recommended in 1854 by Secretary of the Treasury Guthrie. They illustrate 
the single case where United States coins of this value were struck in gold. 
They never emerged from the experimental stage, although declared by ex¬ 
perts to be the handsomest and the most striking coins ever issued at the 
United States mint. 

These two gold pieces have not been seen since the year of their mintage, 
1877, and were supposed by all collectors to have been melted up. 

Each of the coins is of a distinctive design, although differing only in 
minor details. They are exactly two inches in diameter and one-eighth of 
an inch in thickness. 

These were the only $50 gold pieces ever issued at the United States 
mint and are not to be confounded with the $50 pieces minted in California, 
dated 1851, 1852 and 1855. The latter pieces were of a semi-official char¬ 
acter, having been issued by Moffat & Co., a firm of United States assay con¬ 
tractors, and by the private coining firms of Wass, Molitor & Co. and Kellogg 
& Co.

And yet the two circular pieces of California and the two rare circular 
United States “quintuple eagles’’ which have unexpectedly come to light 
are closely associated, having all been issued in response to a general de¬ 
mand on the part of the bankers and merchants of San Francisco. 

Before the establishment of the United States branch mint at San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1854 the California pioneers had to rely upon gold dust and the 
gold coins made by private persons for their circulating medium, 
dust fluctuated greatly in value and purchasin 

coins were nearly all of a depreciated character, ranging in value from 8 
to 20 per cent, discount. To relieve the inconvenience and loss caused by 
this circulating medium of indefinite value, the Government in 1850 pro¬ 
vided for the establishment of an assay office in San Francisco.

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This office 
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was conducted by Moffat & Co., and the official who placed the Government 
stamp upon the ingots was Augustus Humbert, formerly of New York. 
Upon the appearance of the United States assay office ingots all the private 
gold coins were gradually driven out of circulation, many of them being 
deposited at the assay office and reissued in the shape of the octagonal in¬ 
gots. The private coins, though of depreciated value, were nevertheless very 
convenient as they were of the useful denominations of five, ten and twenty 
dollars. The regular United States gold coins of small denominations rarely 
appeared in local trade in California, being reserved for the payment of 
customs duties. 

In a short time the gold coins of the smaller denominations all disappeared 
and the local currency consisted almost wholly of the huge octagonal fifty 
dollar pieces. Change became so scarce that it was necessary to pay 2 or 
3 per cent, to have one of the “slugs” changed into smaller denominations. 

Relief to a certain extent was furnished in 1854, when more United States 
gold pieces came into circulation and the San Francisco branch mint began 
operations. Soon the octagonal pieces met the fate of the smaller California 
coin, being exported or sent to the local mint and remelted, and it was not 
long before the business men of California felt the need of a gold piece of 

large denomination. 

As a result the business men of San Francisco early in 1854 sent a peti¬ 
tion to the Secretary of the Treasury requesting him to authorize the strik¬ 
ing at the San Francisco mint of a fifty dollar piece of the same shape and 
fineness as the regular United States double eagle. 

This memorial was forwarded to William M. Gwin, one of California’s 
Senators, who in turn presented it to James Guthrie, then Secretary of the 
Treasury. In his reply Mr. Guthrie favored the issue of gold pieces of large 
denomination for use in the Pacific States, although he said such pieces 

were not needed in the East. 

In his letter to Senator Gwin, Secretary Guthrie said: 

But there are certain peculiarities in the condition of California, which 
recommend a different scale of coinage for that region. These are: First, 
the fact stated in the memorial of the prohibition and entire exclusion of 
paper money; and, second, the high scale of prices prevalent in California 
for commodities and service. These circumstances will make larger de¬ 
nominations of coin convenient, particularly in counting and passing large 
sums. To this may be added that time will be saved in coining, which may 
be of much consequence to miners and others, at least until the capacity of 
the branch mint shall be ascertained to be equal to the gold offered. 

In order to harmonize the proposed large coins with the present recog¬ 
nized coins, I would recommend that the coinage be authorized of pieces 
of $100, and $50, and $25, to be called ‘Union,’ ‘Half Union,’ and ‘Quarter 
Union,’ but that the ‘Half Union’ only be struck for the present. 

The full text of the bill presented to Congress by Senator Gwin, providing 
for the issue of the large gold pieces, reads as follows: 

That there shall be coined and issued by the United States, or by such of 
the branch mints as the Secretary of the Treasury shall direct, a gold coin 
of the weight of 2580 grains, of the value of one hundred dollars, and an¬ 
other of the weight of 129 0 grains, of the value of fifty dollars; each of 
which coins shall be of the standard fineness, now prescribed by law, for 
the gold coins of the United States. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury cause the necessary dies, and other 
apparatus, to be prepared by proper and skillful artists, under the superin¬ 
tendence of the Director of the Mint at Philadelphia for coining the above 
coins, with such devices, motto, and figures as may be approved by the 
President of the United States; the expenses of which shall be defrayed 
from the ordinary appropriation for the expenses of the mint and branch 
mints of the United States. 

Badly needed as were the gold coins provided by the bill, the bill never 
became a law. On May 29, 18 54, Senator Gwin again brought the matter 
of the issue of the five and ten eagle pieces to the attention of the Senate, 
but discussion was postponed. On June 16 the bill passed the Senate by a 
large majority, although it failed to meet the approval of the House. 

Early in 185 5, as the Government showed no signs of responding favorably 
to the appeals of the Californians for a $50 piece, two of the principal pri¬ 
vate coining firms of San Francisco, Wass, Molitor & Co. and Kellogg & Co., 
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began the issue of circular $50 gold coins. Both issues were worth fully* 
their face value, although the gold was of a lower fineness in the Kellogg 
piece than contained by the regular United States coins, making necessary 
an increased weight for the Kellogg coin of 1309 grains, which is stamped 
on the ribbon carried in the beak of the eagle on the reverse. 

It is customary at the mint to provide samples of a proposed coinage a& 
soon as the bill authorizing such an issue is presented. 

It is not known why the work of executing the dies of the United States 
$5 0 pieces was delayed until 187 7 when the reason for their creation occur¬ 
red in 1854. While only these two pieces were struck in gold, still a num¬ 
ber of specimens were made of copper from each of the two sets of dies. 
Even the copper pieces are of great rarity and highly valued.

The S50 Gold Pattern Pieces Returned To Mint 


(Editor’s Note—Following the sensation created by the sale of the two 
$50 gold pattern pieces in 1009, as related above, the coins were returned to 
the mint under conditions satisfactory to all concerned. The story of their 
return is told in December, 1910, issue of The Numismatist, as follows): 

The two unique $50 pattern coins of the United States which less than 
two years ago came into numismatic limelight by their sale to Mr. William 
H. Woodin, of New York, for $10,000 each, the highest price known to bo 
paid for any coin, have been returned to the mint cabinet and are now 
exhibited there. The existence of these pieces was not known except to the 
one who obtained them at the mint years ago and his agents until the 
purchase by Mr. Woodin was made public. Complete reference to the trans¬ 
action and story of the production of these pieces will be found in The 
Numismatist for July, 1909. 

The recent agitation on the part of the Government regarding pattern 
coins was, no doubt, precipitated by the writings and discussions that fol¬ 
lowed the sale of these two pieces for such a large sum. Not so much 
that the price paid was extraordinary, but by the natural question: “How 
and why did these pieces leave the mint?” and “Who obtained them and by 
what right?” 

These pieces, coined in 1877, were at one time in the mint cabinet, later 
they were removed and were supposed to have been melted up. Their re¬ 
turn is certainly pleasing. The two specimens in gold are now shown side 
by side, obverse side to view, in the pattern case at the mint; the reverse 
is shown by a specimen in copper. 

It is understood that these pieces are now the property of the Govern¬ 
ment and that one of the understandings attending their transfer was that 
they should never be destroyed. Conditions attending Mr. Woodin’s dispo¬ 
sition of the pieces, so far as we have been able to learn, have not been 
stated by those who were parties to the transaction more than it is under¬ 
stood that the matter was consummated to the entire satisfaction of Mr. 
Woodin.

them was in question and that Captain Haseltine was determined to contest 
at law against the Government in defense of the individual’s rights to own 
and possess pattern coins. 

Regarding the dismissal of the case the following letter is in evidence:

Dear Sir: The above case having been discontinued, you will please de¬ 
liver to the defendant or his attorney the coins seized under the writ of 
replevin in said case.

Captain Haseltine is to be congratulated on the successful outcome of 
the case. We believe the officers of the Goverument who caused the action 
to be brought were ignorant as to precedent and the manner in which pat¬ 
tern coins had for many years been issued at the mint, and, when the 
numerous protests from numismatists came, investigation showing a mistake 
had been made followed, and as the passage of several months did not 
strengthen the position of the Government the case was dismissed. 

Now that the department is familiar with the history of pattern coins 
and that the dismissal of the case indicates “no cause for action,” we are 
hopeful that it will place on record that which for all time will insure the 
peaceful possession of all pattern coins issued up to 19 09 inclusive. Recent 
regulations make it offensive to hereafter remove any pattern coins from 
the mint. 


BOY SCOUT MERIT BADGE FOR COIN COLLECTING. 


By ROBERT K. BOTSFORD. 

It is always the source of much satisfaction to have one’s writings pub¬ 
lished. This is especially true when the local newspaper will print those 
activities which take in but a limited group in the community life. Thus, 
I feel deeply indebted to the Berwick Enterprise for giving me generously 
of the newspaper space for numismatic articles. One should keep in mind 
that Berwick was the home of William H. Woodin, who owned the two 187 7 
United States $50 gold pieces, and later was so truly interested in pattern 
and trial pieces. 

So it is a distinct pleasure to set forth the article that was published with 
the heading, “Coin Collecting Badge of Merit. Fascinating Hobby Made 
Basis of New Boy Scout Award. Seven Steps in Earning Merit Badge. 
The complete article is written for the general information of all numis¬ 
matists, and especially for those who seek to cultivate the younger genera¬ 
tion with the thought in mind that these boys will be the numismatists of 
tomorrow. 

Coin collecting, a fascinating hobby through which one may learn a great 
deal concerning customs, architecture, plants and animals, weapons, armor 
and clothing, religion and government, history and mythology and many 
other things pertaining to the ancients, will undoubtedly win many new 
adherents through the new Merit Badge in Coin Collecting which may be 
earned by Scouts. 

Coins have been valuble help in historic research and at times have been 
the only source of information available about the customs of ancient peo¬ 
ples. The names of kings, princes and other rulers were unknown until 
portraits, dates and other legends were found on coins. 

Coin collecting may be enjoyed by anyone. It is not necessary to own 
specimens of the very rare coins to be a successful numismatist, as coin 
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collectors are known. Scouts are told that they should be able to recognize 
a coin and know something about it, or where to find out about it. 

The dividends from coin collecting combine fun, knowledge and entertain¬ 
ment, which increase each year with the size of the collection. The greatest 
satisfaction is obtained when a boy finally locates and acquires some long- 
sought specimen. A most interesting part of the hobby is assembling in¬ 
formation about each coin and labeling the collection. Initiative and design 
play a large part in making the collection interesting to others. 

To earn the new Merit Badge in Coin Collecting a Scout of first-class 
rank must: 

1. Own and exhibit at least 100 types of coins personally collected by 
him and mounted for display, including coins from at least 15 different 
countries, properly classified as to country, ruler (if any), denomination, 
date and any special reason for issuing. This collection shall also include 
five coins made of each of the following materials properly noted as part 
of the classification data—silver, nickel, copper and two other alloys. 

2. Give a brief interesting history of: (a) the origin of the American 
silver dollar, and the derivation of its name; (b) U. S. coins since the first 
ones issued, giving all denominations of U. S. coins issued for circulation 
and the metals used in each. 

Explain fully what is meant by the following terms, illustrating with 
examples from his own collection wherever possible: Pine Tree shilling; 
Trade dollar; Colonial coins; Hard Times tokens or Jackson cents; com¬ 
memorative issues; necessity money of the United States; Flying Eagle 
cents, and fractional currency. 

4. Explain the following terms, illustrating with examples from his 
own collection wherever possible: AU; AR; AE; bust; exergue; flan; head; 
incuse; inscription; legend; obverse; counterfeit; counterstamp; rounded 
edge; reverse; struck coin; and cash coin. 

5. Describe the condition of coins classified in the following ways: 
Proof; uncirculated; fine; good; poor. Explain how the value of a coin is 
determined. 

6. Classify as to country, denomination and material, five coins fur¬ 
nished by his Merit Badge Counselor. 

State what is the purpose of mint marks on a coin. Name three 
United States mints and show a coin from each mint from his own collection.

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COMMENTS ON TEXAS HALF DOLLAR. 


Following is a copy of a letter to the American Legion Magazine from 
George S. Vanderwende, of Washington, D. C., a member of the A. N. A. and 
the Washington Numismatic Society: 


The issuance of commemorative half dollars has given a great impetus 
to coin collecting. It has also been the cause of considerable dissension. 
The Texas commemorative coins have been a large contributing factor. 

The Texas Memorial Museum Commission was successful in having a 
bill introduced in Congress authorizing the issuance of 1,500,000 commemo¬ 
rative half dollars. 

In 193 4, 205,113 coins were struck, 113 of which were retained for 
assay purposes. In 193 6, 135,000 of these coins were returned to the Mint 
to be melted, leaving 70,000 for distribution. In the following years the 
Texas Memorial Museum Commission has issued Texas commemorative coins 
as follows:

Many coin collectors, myself as one, collect all commemorative coins, 
each year and from each mint. I have bought all of the Texas commemora¬ 
tive coins, which makes thirteen of them in my collection. All of these coins 
are the same, except for dates and mint marks. As a result, many collectors 
have only one Texas coin in their collection. 

In accordance with the bill passed in 1933, the Texas commemorative 
coins can be issued in successive years until a total of 1.5 00,000 are issued. 
The Texas coin, together with three other commemorative issues, have been 
in a great part responsible for the restrictions upon commemorative coins 
issued in 1937 and 1938. 

If the Texas Memorial Museum Commission and the other three com¬ 
missions who issued yearly coins without changing the design, had changed 
the design each year they would probably have had greater success in their 
purpose and sale of coins. The Texas coins were sold for $1.50 or more. 
Outside of relatively few people in Texas, numismatists have bought all the 

coins sold. 

It is an imposition on coin collectors to do what the Texas Memorial 
Museum Commission and the other three commissions have done. Their 
selfish act of yearly production of commemorative coins of the same design 
has been an important factor in stopping the coinage of future issues of 
commemorative coins. They have “run a good thing to death” and, in so 
doing, have done considerable harm to the development of one of the most 
outstanding hobbies that any individual can develop. 

I must admit that the Texas coins have been very outstanding in their 
distribution and very little speculation, to my knowledge, has resulted as is 
the case in the distribution of other commemorative coins. But why in 
the name of common sense should any of the coin commissions continue to 
issue the same coin year after year and have their commemorative coins 
take their place along with regular coinage rather than take its place as a 
real distinctive commemorative coin? 

I do not know whether you are at all interested in my comments, but as 
a numismatist and collector interested in the future of commemorative coins 
I just could not help but make these comments as to the only disheartening 
part of your article.

(Editor’s Note—The annual striking of a comparatively small number 
of commemorative half dollars of a few of the issues, in comparison with 
the number authorized in the enabling act, has been the cause of much of 
the grievance against the entire series by many collectors. They believe it 
was a mistake for Congress to authorize an issue of 1,500,000 coins. More 
recent acts of Congress indicate that that body also realizes it was a mis¬ 
take. Much of Mr. Vanderwende’s complaint is based on the fact that all 
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the Texas coins issued so far have been of the same design. This applies 
as well to two or three other issues of the series. But a change in the de¬ 
sign involves time, labor and expense almost equal io that in preparin 
designs and dies for the initial issue. After the designs for the first issue 
have been approved by the Director of the Mint, the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Fine Arts Commission, no change can be made in them 
except the date (the year in which they are coined). The only issue in 
which there has been a change of design is the Arkansas coin—the one with 
the bust of Robinson. To accomplish this change it was necessary to have 
an additional act of Congress authorize it, and even then official approval 
of the models must be obtained, along with the cost of preparing the new 
die.) •

NEW Oil RECENT ISSUES. 


Albania —Silver one and two francs, dated 193 7, both of the same design.

much to be said about the pricing of coins in such a catalogue, but it is quite 
generally accepted today that any work of this kind would be entirely in¬ 
complete if some indication of relative rarity were not given. 

The book has been dedicated to the Memory of Howland Wood, late 
curator of the American Numismatic Society, who did much of the original 
work on the volume proir to his death early this year. The authors, Wayte 
Raymond and Stuart Mosher, have graciously acknowledged the assistance 
of more than thirty outstanding dealers and collectors in the preparation 
of the manuscript. The influence that “Coins of the World” will exert on 
American numismatics can only be estimated at this time, but the writer 
will hazard the opinion that it will ultimately serve to revitalize interest 
in general collecting in 0 manner heretofore unknown in this country.

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BOOK REVIEW. 


Numismatic History of Mexico. From the Pre-Columbian Epoch to 18 23. 
By Alberto Francisco Pradeau, Los Angeles, The Author, 1938. 4to, 146 
pages, 24 plates. $5.00 bound, $4.00 in paper covers. 

This volume is a real contribution to numismatic science, and a volume 
which should interest the economist and student of American history. It 
should appeal to every collector and student of the coinage of the United 
States, for it is well known that until 1857 the silver money of Mexico was 
legal tender in the United States, where it constituted a major part of the 
metal currency of the colonies and the early republic. Indeed, its use 
lingered on even after it was demonetized, for a friend who was born in 
North Carolina tells me he saw there Mexican dollars in circulation shortly 
after the Civil War. 

Dr. Pradeau has written a history of the currency as well as the coinage 
of Mexico. In this volume he has discussed the issues up to the time of the 
recognition of Mexican independence, and through the brief Empire of 
Iturbide. A companion volume on the coinage of the Republic is in prepa¬ 
ration and may be expected within a year. The work is not a corpus, and 
no promise is made to describe minutely every variety of the coinage. But 
actually almost every major variety is described or illustarated on the plates, 
and ingenious check lists tell us what denominations are known to exist 
for each year, and with what initials of the assayers. 

After a discussion of the native currency, marked by good sense and 
based on many original documents, the author proceeds to a discussion of 
the actual coinage of the Spanish kings, silver primarily, and sometimes gold. 
The attempts to introduce a copper coinage in the early days were unsuc¬ 
cessful, and there is little copper even in the eighteenth century, when 
tokens were in use. The amounts coined according to the mint records, of 
which a surprising number survive, are printed in full and reflect the 
extraordinary richness of the silver mines of Mexico, which supplied many 
other countries with currency from China and the West Indies, to England 
itself, at different periods. 

To the reviewer the most interesting part of the book is the elaborate 
and long-desired study of the coinages of the Mexican War of Independence. 
There is careful discussion of the branch mints set up by the authorities 
loyal to Ferdinand VII, as well as by the various rebel leaders, and the 
countermarks impressed to validate and revalidate different issues by both 
sides. These coins are almost all crude, and naturally some of them are 
extremely rare, although the coins of Morelos are familiar to every collector. 
To the elucidation of the more obscure issues Dr. Pradeau contributes much 
new information, and makes many shrewd conjectures. But it is on the 
coinage of Morelos that he makes what will please scholarly collectors 
most. He has found a document which makes it certain the familiar mono¬ 
gram on his coinage stands for Morelos, not for Mexico, and so solves one 
of the great disputed points of numismatic science. 

There are, of course, small things here and there to which the reviewer 

may object. My only real objection is to the treatment of the gold pieces 

that turned up in the Glendining Sale of June 1937. Some of them were 

withdrawn as spurious, and the rest were certainly, if judged by the company 

they kept, of a very doubtful nature. They sould have been treated in 

footnotes or an appendix, and not admitted to the text. Their presence 

lessens the impression made by Dr. Pradeau’s other evidence that 

Morelos gold may be genuine. The case for the coin on Plate XIV, 3, is 

good. It is my recollection that Howland Wood thought one or two others 

genuine many years ago; I cannot recall if my friend David Proskey thought 

one or none that he had seen genuine. But bad ones are certainly in 

existence, cast in gold from originals in silver or copper, and I should have 

liked to see only those that have a reassuring history cited in the text itself. 

Dr. Pradeau is of course right in discussing these things, and with his 

opinions I have no quarrel, only that he seems more favorable to a casual 

reader than he probably is. His treatment of the “Aztec coins,” pure fakes, 
is delightful. 

It is pleasant to comment on the unsolved problems and try to suggest 
better solutions than the author, but it is hard to do that when the author 
has expressed any absolute opinion. However he inclines to leave to the

happy about Dr. Pradeau’s explanation of the two erased or completely worn 
coins with countermarks, Plate XX, 12 and 13. The C. M. S. on the former 
looks somehow later than 1815, and the eagle with snake seems influenced 
by that on coins of the Republic; I mean in style. This is, of course, using a 
method of criticism derived from the study of Greek coins. Perhaps both 
follow closely some banner, but I cannot believe the general coinage follows 
these obscure rarities. I believe Dr. Pradeau himself may some day find a 
better explanation. He has handled L. C. V. (Vera Cruz) and MVA 
(Monclova) with masterly hand, and in his desire to accept with caution the 
Valladolid square pattern, our hearts will be on his side, as in the coin’s 
history. 

The volume concludes with a brief notice of the money of Iturbide, and 
the reviewer agrees that the types of this ruler were used only at Mexico 
City, the branch mints obviously used the types of Ferdinand VII, whose 
coins of 18 23 are known.

The topics for the evening were “Coins of the Republic of Austria, Deco¬ 
rations of Austria-Hungary, and Complete Sheets of Paper Money.

CANADIAN GOLD INFLUX BELIEVED CACHE FOR WAR. 

A Canadian Press dispatch from Ottawa says that gold coin and bullion 
are reported flowing into Ottawa from abroad, to be stored in the vaults of 
the Bank of Canada. It is said more than $100,000,000 worth has been 
stored during the last few months in the new building on Wellington Street. 
Great secrecy shrouds the movement of the metal, and the reason for the 
importations remains a mystery. Bank officials will not comment. 

Some monetary experts on Parliament Hill believe the gold is being sent 
to Canada so as to be readily available for the purchase of munitions in 
the United States should Great Britain be involved in war. Those who 
support this theory recall that during the World War the entire gold pro¬ 
duction of South Africa was shipped to Canada to be refined and eventually 
credited to Britain for purchase of war supplies in the United States. 

Other experts contend the gold is being stored with the Bank of Canada, 
by the Bank of England for safekeeping, because of the unsettled state of 
Europe and the danger of retaining a large gold supply in London should 
war break out. To have gold reserves scattered through the dominions 
would guarantee a credit backing under the most extreme exigencies of 
war, they believe. 

These authorities scout the original belief that the bullion came to the 
Bank of Canada from Paris as a reserve for purchase of munitions for 

France. 

The gold is not the property of the Bank of Canada and does not appear 
on the weekly bank statement which lists the amount of gold coin and bul¬ 
lion held by the bank on its own account. This has varied in the last year 
only between $179,000,000 and $187,000,000. This week’s statement gives, 
the total as $181,287,000, an increase of $429,000 over the previous week. 

During the World War there was a movement of gold to Canada for pay¬ 
ments on purchases by Great Britain and the Allies of supplies and munitions 
in the United States. At that time the Finance Department handled all 
movements of bullion, and during the four years, $1,200,000,000 of gold 
was handled by the department, of which $546,000,000 was for the account, 
of the Bank of England and $658,000,000 for the British government.
